Conditions in Germany today 
parallel to a certain extent those 
existing just prior to the end of 
World War I, but the outcome 
promises to be entirely different. 
Signs of dissolution in Germany 
increase, in many respects sim- 
ilar to those preceding the armis- 
tice of 1918. Mutiny at Kiel was 
the beginning of the end for 
Kaiser Wilhelm. Today there is 
a wide rift between the old and 
new factions in the German 
army, the junkers and the new 
professions. 

When the end for the Kaiser he 
found security in general head- 
quarters. Hitler barely escaped 
death in the same place. In 1918 
the revolution was not toward 
anarchy, but in the hope of pop- 
ular rule by men who had grown 
tired of war. In that hour Ger- 
man army officers had no fear 
for their lives, except from mobs 
within the country. 

Today the sentence of death 
lor those engaged war leadership 
is all but pronounced. Unless 
they fight on they become vic- 
tims of the gestapo. Fighting on, 
they must pay the penalty cer- 
tain to be exacted by the victor. 

In 1918 Woodrow Wilson ex- 
tended hope to a conquered peo- 
ple. The German people were as 
much victims of German militar- 
ism as were the other nations of 
the world, the Kaiser's subjects 
were told. In 1944 the Allies 
have thus far engaged in no such 
rot. The Germans have only 
blind devotion to a ruthless lea- 
der as a sustained factor.

SAYS GERMANY WILL CRACK 

Dr. Eduard Benes, president of 
Czechoslovakia, predicts in Lon- 
don that it is "not at all unlike- 
ly that Germany will collapse 
within three months after a suc- 
cessful Allied Invasion of Western 
Europe." 

The Czech leader does not be- 
lieve th«t the Germans will per- 
mit fighting on their own soil and 
bases his prediction upon the the- 
ory that when Anglo-American 
forces reach the Western Ger- 
man frontier and Russian forces 
reach the Eastern German fron- 
tier. "Germany will crack wide 
open and refuse to fight." 

Dr. Benes says that reports 
reaching him from the Continent 
showed disintegration within Ger- 
many and asserts that "between 
fifteen and thirty German civil- 
ians are executed Inside Germany 
every day for expressing defeat- 
ist views and making anti-Hitler 
remarks." He does not say that 
the Allied invasion will be a pro- 
menade but professes confidence 
that > it will prove disastrous to 
the Germans.

HAY-FEVER SEASON 

Ragweed, one of about 130,000 
pollens known to botanists, is 
thoroughly detested by millions of 
Americans who annually suffer 
the miseries of hay-fever. 

Medical experts have been un- 
able to solve the mystery of hay- 
fever and treatment does little 
good to the victims of this mal- 
ady. Injections are successful in 
some cases and partially so in 
others, but many sufferers have 
■to endure their annual torture of 
run for the mountains or the sea 
shore. 

The eradication of ragweed, if 
it counld be successfully accomp- 
lished, would probably give some 
relief. Most cities and states 
have laws aimed at insuring the 
elimination of growing weeds, but 
they are usually ineffective. 



e other Wand, church attend- 
ee has increased as much as 
the Sunday school has lost. This, 
it apears. is no mere local condi- 
tion, but it is found throughout 
the state.

Ordinarily 
people tend to grow more reli- 
gious in war time, as they face 
the stern realities of such a peri- 
od. A real understanding of the 
war might tend to affect children 
likewise. But children should be 
sent to Sunday school regularly, 
to imbibe the tenets of religious 
faith. If they fail to do this, the 
effect of their failure will be felt 
throughout our national life. —

SOCIAL SECURITY MAKES 
LUMP SUM PAYMENTS 



Lump sums amounting, in all, 
to 88B.35OJD00 have been paid by 
the government on accounts of 
450.000 workers, who died leav- 
ing no survivors entitled to 
monthly benefits. 

T. Boeworth Hulcher manager 
of the Norfolk office of the So- 
cial Security Board explained that 
under the Social Security Act, 
provision is made for one lump- 
sum death payment to certain 
relatives of a worker who was in- 
sured under the Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance System and who 
died leaving no widow, child, or 
other survivors entitled to month- 
ly benefits. 

Survivors of an insured worker 
who may claim a lump sum pay- 
ment, include, the widow, widow- 
er, children, grandchildren, or 
parents. If there is no such rel- 
ative the person or persons who 
paid the burial expenses of the 
wage earner will be repaid; but 
in no oa$e will they be paid more 
than 8 times the deceased workers 
primary bnefK. 

Upon receiving a claim for 
benefits, the Social Security 
Board examines the wage record 
—or Social Security account — 
of the deceased worker, concern- 
ed. If this account shows that he 
had earned wages enough in cov- 
ered employment to justify a pri- 
mary insurance benefit of, say. 
$30 per month, then the lump-sum 
death payment would amount to 
six times $30 or $180. 

Any resident of this area who 
has reason to believe that he or 
she is entitled to a lump-sum 
payment or to monthly benefits, 
should call or write to the Social 
Security Board Field Office lo- 
cated at 520 Flatiron Building. 
Norfolk, Va.

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WACS WITH ARMY EXCHANGE 
SERVICE IN FRANCE, ENGLAND 

Headquarters, European Thea- 
ter of Operations — A group of 
highly skilled Wacs are working 
with the army exchange service in 
London and on the Continent, as- 
sisting the United States Army in 
supplying thousands of American 
soldiers with necessities and small 
"luxuries." 

Pvt. Elizabeth L. Litchfield, of 
Virginia Beach, is with the ex- 
change. 

The Army Exchange Service 
supervises all unit exchanges in 
the European Theater of Opera- 
tions. Children's toys, perfume, 
men's and women's jewelry, scar- 
ves, gloves, neckties, and gift war 
bonds are among the range of 
gifts which service men and wom- 
en may select from an illustrated 
catalog, to be delivered by the 
manufacturer anywhere in the 
United States. 

The Wacs were picked for their 
jobs because of their civilian ex- 
perience as business machine op- 
erators, auditors, comptometor 
operators. They are the only 
Women's Army Corps group do- 
ing such work in the European 
Theater. 

It's no snap job. They're deal- 
ing with pence and pounds, not 
with dollars and cents. During 
a seasonal rush the Wacs and 
soldiers work long hours, handling 
a tremendous number of orders 
with record speed and efficiency. 
There were more than 200,000 or-* 
ders for Mother's Day and Easter 
gifts alone. 

Some of the Wacs are working 
with the Exchange in France, 
where the AES is already active 
in setting up new exchanges. As 
a further convenience for the 
combat troops, RAC kits — ra- 
tion accessory conveniences — 
containing soap, razor blades, 
candy and tobacco are distributed 
free by Quartermaster Corps. 

"These esential items are lux- 
uries to our men in Prance, and 
they're a toig factor in the morale 
of an outfit." explained WAC 
Captain Hilda T. Berry, of Ithaca, 
New York, deputy administration 
chief for the Exchange Service.

With :he opening of schools 
and the hundreds of children 
spending the major part of each 
week day away from homes, it is 
a great tendency on the part of 
many parents to heave a sigh and 
*om all problems over to the 
school teacher. School can nev- 
er take the place of home and 
shurch nor should a parent expect 
a school and its teachers to take 
a rough specimen of untrained 
humanity and develop it into a 
polished human being. Factors 
of inheritance and environment 
lave great bearing on a child and 
make him an individual requiring 
tidividual treatment. The guid- 
ance which a teacher can give a 
•upil is valuable but should nev- 
er replace the obligation of the 
parent in preparing the child to 
face his problem. On the other 
Band a good teacher is not a 
mass-worker and should hot ov- 
erlook the fact that each pupil 
is a separate and distinct indivi- 
dual and should be confronted 
with .patience and tolerant un- 
derstanding of the individual 
aeetf.

A' BISHOP ON THE JAPANESE 



Bedford Democrat. 
- The Rt. Rev. Henry St. George 
Tucker, President of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
Anrenca, and presiding bishop of 
iiftt? Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the United States, thinks that 
the Allies "should recognize the 
Impulses of the Japanese them- 
selves "in such matters as to 
whether they shall keep their 
Etaperor." 

The Bishop, who lived twenty- 
ibur years in Japan, describes the 
Emperor as "liberal in sentiment," 
saying "ft took a long time for 
the military men to persuade him 
to join up with the Axis" and then 
adds that "when the Emperor 
gives the word for the war to 
atop, it's going to stop." 

Believing that the military men 
wf Japan must be utterly discred- 
ited "to avoid the menace of an- 
other war," Bishop Tucker says 
that "there must be some actual 
Invasion of the country, with the 
troops marching through the 
streets before Japanese realize 
they really have been defeated."

the masses believed that they 
would benefit and that the weal- 
thy would pay the Mil. Today 
all that has changed. From now 
en our Federal expenditures will 
He traced directly to tax burdens 
lb the lower-income brackets, it 
icing estimated that fifty million 
people will now file income tax 
returns. The Secretary of the 
Treasury must have had a simi- 
lar idea in mind when he stated:

ilis, new facts about vitamin B 
were discovered, treatment of in- 
fected wounds and shock was ad- 
vanced.

The medi- 
cal profession is entitled to ban- 
ner headlines from one end of 
the country to the other herald- 
ing these iifesaving accomplish- 
ments.

NEW YORK, Aug. 28.— It's a 
little early for Mom and Pop to 
be thinking about Christmas and 
toys, but not so in the trade. Toy 
buyers and distributors have been 
canvassing every manufacturer in 
the country all Summer to be sure 
of having a good supply for retail 
dealers in November. According 
to reports, dealers may expect to 
have a more plentiful supply of 
quality toys to offer this Christ- 
mas than in the last two years. 
Prices of some types of toys will 
be higher, however. 

Less emphasis on war games is 
in evidence. This is attributed 
to current anticipation that the 
war with Germany may be over 
by late fall. Almost all toys this 
year will bear the stamp "Made 
in America" since of course there 
have been no imports from Japan 
or Germany since the war began. 

Small wooden toys and games 
will be plentiful, but dolls and 
stuffed animals will continue to 
be on the scarce side. Mechani- 
cal toys, roller skates, ice skates 
and tricycles will be non-exist- 
ent. 



PUBLIC SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 
SHOWS ABOUT 100 INCREASE 



The public schools in Princess 
Anne County opened Thursday, 
September 7, with an enrollment 
slightly above the 1843 number. 
The increase of approximately 
100 students Is in the high school 
department of Oceana and 
Kempsville schools. 

In the six white schools of 
Princess Anne County the W. T. 
Cooke has an enrollment of 370; 
Princess Anne Court House, ISO; 
Bay Side, 370; Kempsville High, 
270: Elementary, 510; Oceana 
High, 370; Elementary, 515; 
Creeds High, 110, elementary, 
275. 

In some of the schools there is 
a slight falling off of enrollment 
due to the cessation of defense 
work In the locality and the re- 
turn of workers and families to 
their homes elsewhere.

New York, Sept. 11.— Manufac- 
turers and retailers of hard-to- 
get towels, sheets, pillow oases 
and other household necessities 
made of cotton see little hope of 
normal upplies for civilians until 
the defeat of Japan. 

For. one thing, they believe the 
demand for cotton goods for the 
armed forces may be even greater 
than It is now when all the Al- 
lied armed forces are concentrat- 
ed in the Pacific. Another factor 
1s that the textile starvation of 
the world's devastated countries 
is said to be even .worse than their 
food situation. Finally, the man- 
power shortage in American mills 
is still so serious that the Indus- 1 
.ry could easily absorb 250,000 1 
more workers if they could be 
found. 

Although this spells housekeep- 
ing troubles for the ladies, hive 
a look at what the men face. 
Stocks of shirts, pajamas and un- 
derwear right now are reported 
to be lowest in history. Ancfwith 
the heavy consumer buying sea- 
son coming on, stocks of this mer- 
chandise are expected to keep on 
dwindling. 

High-priced shirts are practi- 
cally extinct because the best 
quality materials are no longer 
available at any price. About the 
only way the American male may 
arrange to keep a shirt on his 
back for the duration is to be 
content with the low and me- 
dium price lines and not be fussy 
about selection. As for pajamas, 
retailers* shelves very likely will 
be cleared entirely of this popu- 
lar gift merchandise well before 
Santa starts his rounds. 



Week Of Religious

September 34 to October 1 will 
be observed as Religious Educa- 
tion Week by children in towns 
and county rural areas. Through 
Weekday Religious Education 
classes and other programs, the 
missionary spirit of religious edu- 
cation will be brought to the at- 
tention on American Protestants.

Duplicate Social 
Security Cards 
Available 



A social security card, after 
spending months in the South Pa- 
cific, came back a few days ago 
to the Social Security Board of- 
fice at Salisbury, Maryland. 
Blurred, bent, and almost unread- 
able, the card was presented by 
a Merchant Marine seaman, who 
had kept- it In his pocket while 
he drifted for 72 days in a life- 
boat, following the sinking of his 
ship. 

The seaman stated that he 00- 
ained his social security account 
number oard a long time ago, 
wh?n he took his first job, with a 
business concern. He said also 
that he is still in maritime serv- 
ice, but he wanted a new card — 
one that an employer could read 
—for use when the war is over 
and he returns to a job that is 
cov;red by old-age and survivors 
insurance. 

The Social Security Board of- 
fice gave him a duplicate card 
and suggested that he put the 
lower half of the card— the stub 
in his pocket and leave the rest 
of it, on shore, in a safe place, 
before he starts on another voy- 
age.

OVERSEAS CHRISTMAS MAIL 

The Postoffice Department re- 
minds Americans that Christmas 
packages for Army and Navy per- 
sonnel overseas must be mailed 
between September 15th and Oc- 
tober 15th. 

Because of the importance of 
getting mail to our service men, 
we oall attention to the reminder 
of Postmaster-General Frank C. 
Walker, who urges that these 
rules be carefully followed: 

1. Addresses of the sender and 
addresses should be written in- 
side the package as well as on the 
outside, to assure delivery in case 
the outide wrapper is lost. 

2. Containers made of metal, 
wood or fiberboard are prefer- 
able, m 



Men and women in the armed 
services overseas complain that 
the folk back home don't write

services report that they have 
transmitted to and from over- 
seas warriors 789,539,300 V-mail 
letters. The army began using 
V-Mail service in June 1942 and 
has moved 986,536,939 letters to 
and from the United States. The 
Naval Mail Service, which start- 
ed V-mail operations in March, 
1943, reports that approximately 
100,002,451 letters were sent and 
received through its services. 
During July, the Army transmit- 
ted 56,060,703 V-Mail letters. The 
Navy's July V-mail total was 7,- 
931,985.

This money was raised through 
the celebration of President Roo- 
sevelt's birthday and the March 
of Dimes, held in January of each 
year, starting in 1934. 

Sixteen minion dollars, or more 
than half of the total given, was 
raised in the two years of 1943 
and 1944, Mr. O'Connor said. 

"Some idea of the scope and 
extent of the National Founda- 
tion's program of scientific re- 
search is shown by the fact that, 
since it was organized only six 
years ago, it has made 298 grants 
to 74 institutions involving 114 
groups of workers, in one of x the 
greatest scientific attacks against 
any disease." 

From the first four celebrations 



of the presidents birthday, which 
occurred prior to the establish- 
ment of the national foundation. 
came 'a total of $3,364,217. Of 
this sum, $1,655,825 remained in 
the counties where it was raised to 
provide medical care for those af- 
flicted with this disease; $1,467,- 
392 went to the Georgia Warm 
Springs Foundation, for which 
the birthday celebrations were or- 
iginally conceived, and $241,000 
was given to a commission to be 
used for scientific research. 

'Estimating that the National 
Foundation and its chapters have 
expended more than $1,000,000 
up to September l on the 1944 
epidemic alone, Mr. O'Connor de- 
clared: "What the full cost of 
this epidemic will be we do not 
know, but certainly, in adidtion 
to what it totals this year, there 
will be the necessity of caring far 
many of its victims in years to 
come, meanwhile continuing the 
care for those of former years. 

"But we do know that any sci- 
entific progpjm. however costly' 
will be inexpensive and economi- 
cal in the end for it will some- 
day develop the means that will 
permit us to cure and prevent J 
this crippling malafly. The Ameri- 
can people and their National 
Founda.ion for Infantile Paraly- 
sis are determined that that day 
will come."

astonish her forebears. The slacks 
she wears, the way her hair is cut, 
her red finger nails might put 
her ancestress off a bit. But if 
a mother of the 19th Century 
talked with this modern mother 
she would discover they had many 
things in common. 

Their love for their children, for 
instance, their loyalty to their 
country, their willingness to do 
their share are the same.

THE FORT STORY 
CONVALESCENT HOSPITAL 

Norfolk Virginian-Pilot 

The aging war has radically 
changed the military situation 
that obtained at- Virginia Beach 
when the war was young.

Back from the war fronts 
pours a stream of disabled sol- 
diers. The disabilities of many of 
them preclude their return to du- 
ty. On the other hand, large 
numbers of them emerge from the 
military hospitals healed in body 
but unfit for active duty until 
they can be reconditioned. The 
reconditioning extends both to 
muscle and mind. Here is where 
the Convalescent Hospital comes 
In. It is nothing more than a fa- 
cility "for the reconditioning and 
retraining" c : zc Idlers whose bed- 
days are behind them and who 
need r.t most a month of closely 
supervised physical and mental 
discipline to determine definitely 
whether they are to be returned 
:o ctu.y or be honorably discharg- 
ed as beyond military salvage. 

For such a facility the title 
'convalescent hospital" is some- 
thing of a misnomer. It is in no 
real sense a hospital. Failure 
o call this facility by a name 
more precisely descriptive of its 
mission has produced a needless 
amount of public heartburning 
about what has mistakenly been 
assumed to be a plan to convert 
Fort Story's dune-surrounded bar- 
racks into a hospital for stretch- 
er-cases. There is no such plan. 
Only those will be retrained at the 
Fort Story Convalescent Hospital 
who will have no need for hospit- 
al service unless they develop UI- 
neses from which they were free 
when they reported here. In that 
event they will be treated at the 
completely equipped post hospital. 

If the army authorities would 
rechristen the Fort Story Conva- 
lescent Hospital and call it a "re- 
training center" they would put 
an end to uninformed public mis- 
givings concerning it. That is the

BUILDING NEW BRIDGES 

By DnBois Morris, Jr. 

Five years ago this week Ger- 
man troops marched into Poland 
and World War II broke out in 
Europe. It caught us unprepared. 
Today the experts are wondering 
whether the end of hostilities will 
find us equally unprepared for 
peace. 

With the rout and shortly-ex- 
pected collapse of the German 
army, the battle is shifting from 
the military to the (diplomatic 
front. The briefcase replaces the 
ammunition belt. The doughboy 
in the slit-trench hands over to 
statesmen round the conference 
table — like that now in progress 
at Dumbarton Oaks. 

Beneath their polite phrases 
and protocol the diplomats are 
reported to be chiefly concerned 
with the problem of power and 
how it's going to be used in the 
post-war world. The United 
States has emerged as the Number 
One naval, air and Industrial 
power. She Is surpassed in land 
power only by Russia's vast ar- 
mies. 

Naturally the rest of the world 
looks on with varied feelings of 
hope, suspicion, fear or hate, 
wondering what Uncle Sam and 
Bushy Joe are planning to do. Ob- 
servers point out that we can 
either abdicate our position of 
world leadiership and throw away 
our new-found strength. Or Uncle 
Sam can flex his muscles and de- 
cide to go it alone with an im- 
perialistic big-stick policy. Or we 
can cooperate with other nations 
and share responsibility and pow- 
er wttA ffcfmjt, /• .. ,,oii ' I 

The main fallacy in ' all three 
positions is that they ignore a 
power that may prove more im- 
portant than any other in the 
post-war world— the force of spir 
ritual power. For the future is 
not an issue of isolationism. Im- 



perialism or international cooper- 
ation. It is whether America will 
accept leadership to mobilize the 
spiritual forces in every nation to 
rebuild a shattered world. 

One hundred and thirty years 
ago the four then-great powers, 
corresponding to present - day 
United States, Great Britain. 
Russia and China, decided to co- 
operate to maintain world peace. 
They had Just come through the 
Napoleonic Wars and at the Con- 
gress of Vienna in 1815 they 
formed the famous Holy Alliance. 
All the countries in Europe signed 
It, agreeing "to take for their sole 
guide the principles of religion." 

But actually Britain, Austria, 
Russia and Prussia dominated the 
set-up. The "balance of power" 
meant military and economic po- 
wer. And it soon turned out, in 
spite of the pious phraseology, to 
be an '"unholy alliance." 

In the same way that various 
governments today are already 
moving to insure their future 
economy by negotiating exclusive- 
trade agreements with other 
countries, it was not long before 
the leading powers of a century 
ago began to seek expansion. Tflhen 
the hands that had shaken so cor- 
dially, grabbed for each other's 
throats. 

Russia's dreams of a Mediter- 
ranean port were shattered by the 
British in the Crimean War. Aus- 
tria moved across the Alps into 
Italy only to be driven out by 
Italians aided by Napoleon in at 
the Battle of Solferino in 1857. 
Then Austria pushed north to be 
checked by the Prussians under 
Moltke at Sadowa in 1866. 

Prussia next headed west and 
led by Bismark provoked France 
to declare war, resulting in the 
first treaty of Versailles in 1871. 
Later Austria made a further at- 
tempt to expand, seizing the for- 
mer Turkish provinces of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina; and then stir- 
red up the quarrel with Serbia 
which led to the Archduke's as- 
sassination at Sarajevo and the 
first World War. 

Such a brief historic survey re- 
minds us that no arrangements or 
organization based on a "balance 
of power" has ever successfully 
preserved peace. This time, as 
one of the staff at Dumbarton 
Oaks commented, "We need some 
uniting notions for the United 
Nations." 

Or as a Washington lawyer put 
it to me yesterday: "The answer 
is a 'concert of powers' in which 
every nation large and small has a 
part t oplay, under the direction 
of the Master Musician to give 
harmony to the world." 

He was not being fanciful. Un- 
less moral and spiritual forces are 
given a directing role at the peace 
table, "nations are bound to fol- 
low their historic road to vio- 
lence and destruction." 

National leaders are beginning 
to recognize this. In Europe tney 
have noted the general public 
pessimism about the possibility of 
a permanent peace. That is why 
the Swiss State Department has 
sent two representatives by air 
to the Moral Rearmament Train- 
ing. Center now In progress at 
Mackinac Island. Michigan, with 
special reference to post-war 
planning. That is why Prime 
Minister Cm-tin and Australian 
government officials made ar- 
rangements for a party of four 
to travel 11,000 miles from Syd- 
ney.- to taJfce part in these same 
sessions.. That is why a high 
representative of the Chinese gov- 
ernment has spent time there con- 
idering the application of the 
principles of moral re-armament 
to the future industrial recon- 
struction of Obfaav 

That' is why one of the largest 
producers of rubber and war ma- 
terials in the Malay States, pre- 
paring to return when the Japa- 
nese are driven out, said: "When 
peace comes, the incentive to

Health Notes 



IVY POISONING 

"Vacationists, especially school 
children and office workers, who 
have patriotically enlisted to help 
harvest the season's crops, would 
be prudent to realize that ivy 
poisoning is a possibility, unless 
one is fortified with a knowledge of 
its appearance and the likely places 
in which it is to be found. Ability 
to recognize this vine, and thus 
avoid direct contact with it, is the 
prime preventive against this pain- 
ful and illness-provoking plant," 
states Dr. I.'C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. - . 

"Poison ivy readily ean be dis- 
tinguished from other creeping 
vines of similar appearance by its 
three leaflets instead of the usual 
five. It generally grows compara- 
tively close to the ground an fences, 
logsMower portions of trees, and 
other shrubs. 

"To bVpoisoned, contact is neces- 
sary, thoughthjs does not neces- 
sarily have to~De direct. However, 
the usual method of being poisoned 
is by touching the plant itself, the 
resinous, sap of which does the 
damage, and exudes freely when 
the leaves or any part of the* plant 
is injured no matter how slightly. 

"When this sap comes in contact 

with the skin, irritation resembling 

a burn results. The original skin 

areas affected usually are the most

^special shoe stamps. 

Shoe stamps affected by the 
order were those issued as extra 
rations in hardship cases, refunds 
from dealers and as basic rations 
in some cases as, for example, to 
persons not eligible for War Ra- 
tion Book. The action, which is 
retroactive, was taken to relieve 
shoe dealers from considerable de- 
tail in handling the program.

ing, blisters and other manifesta- 
tions often spread to other related 
skin surfaces. 

"In reasonably severe cases, in 
addition to the local lesions, loss of 
appetite, fever, coated tongue, and 
constipation will be present. The 
illness may subside in from four 
to six days, depending upon the 
susceptibility of the victim and the 
amount of poison acquired. Some 
persons are very prone to be pois- 
oned while others are highly resis- 
tant. 

"Dogs, clothing and tools that 
have come in direct contact with 
poison ivy sap, can cause poison 
ing in very susceptible persons 
when their skin comes in contact 
with them. Even smoke from burn- 
ing weeds can pick up this irritant 
and pass it on to those who are 
particularly lacking in resistance. 

"As already indicated, avoiding 
direct contact with the vine is the 
best preventive. Care should be ex- 
ercised in handling articles that 
have been in contact or reasonably 
suspected of having been in contact 
with the ivy plant. \ 

Having handled these plants, 
warm water and soap, or rubbing 
alcohol, should be applied vigorous- 
ly and promptly. If treatment is 
delayed, rubbing will tend to spread 
the poison. 

"The family physician should be 
consulted if the poisoning covers 
more than a small area, especially 
if constitutional symptoms should 
develop.'*' 



ARMY NURSE'S AIDES 

Now it's Army Nurse's Aides. 
American Red Cross nurse's aides 
with at least 150 hours of volun- 
teer service to their credit are 
now serving in certain Army hos- 
pitals as full-time paid employees. 
Their duties are similar to those 
they performed as volunteers. 
They receive $75 a month and, in 
addition, are furnished food and 
living quarters by the Army. 

Asked why they became Army 
Nurse's Aides, many of these wo- 
men, usually glancing quickly at 
a picture of a man in uniform, 
will answer, "Well, you see, my 
husband Is in England" . . . "in 
Burma" . . . "on a destroyer."

DOMESTIC RABBIT MEAT 
ECONOMICAL TO PRODUCE 

Zlacksburg— It takes a chicken 
five and a half to six months to 
produce two pounds of edible 
meat. A rabbit will produce that 
much meat in just two months. 

Because domestic rabbit meat 
can be produced so quickly, the 
production of rabbits is extremely 
economical, believes A. Lawrence 
Dean of the Virginia Agricultural 
Extension Service. In a time 
when other meats are hard to get 
rabbit meat is becoming popular 
throughout the nation. 

Rabbits can be raised economic- 
ally because they eat the forage 
of fresh green feeds, as well as 
any of the common home-grown 
grains. Skimmilk, often wasted in 
the home, can also be fed to rab- 
bits, says Dean. 

The rabbit has the capacity to 
consume food in greater propor- 
tion to its weight than any other 
domestic animal raised in this 
country and can convert this raw 
material into edible, nourishing 
food at a rate in proportion to its 
size unequaled by nearly all oth- 
er meat producing animals rais- 
ed by man. 

Dean recommends the New 
Zealand variety, found in both 
the solid red and white varieties. 
Another good variety is the Flem- 
ish Giant, which is of great 
weight. A rabbit such as the New 
Zealand will produce marketable 
young rabbits in from 60 to 70 
days from birth. 

The meat is not dark but is 
pearly white, fine grained, nutri- 
tious and palatable he points out. 
As for rabbit pelts, they are used 
for felt, fur, garments, linings and 
glue. 

Rabbit meat can be produced 
on any Virginia farm or in any 
farm or city back yard.

The need is desperate. It is 
difficult for Americans to realize 
the extent of privation in the re- 
cently liberated areas. A Quaker 
relief worker among school chil- 
dren in Marseille reports: "The 
lack of proper clothing among the 
little ones was tragic to notice. 
In every class, there are children 
who own but one shirt or dress. 
The child has to stay home while 
the mother washes and dries this 
single garment." 

Prom somewhere in Italy, Major 
Ellis H. Gray of the U. S. Army, 
describes the condition of a large 
group of Yugoslav refugees on 
their way to relief camps: "It 
seems that they had walked about 
fifteen days. The crowd was 
made up mostly of women and 
children. They were dressed in 
clothes that no one at home 
would even handle. The women 
had burlap bags on for dresses or 
skirts and an old rag around the 
shoulders. The children, any age 
from a few months to several 
years old, were pitiful; hardly any 
clothes at all. One coat on one 
of the boys had at leas;, fifty 
patches on it." 

The immediate need is for at 
least 15 million pounds of usable 
clothing, used or new. The type 
of clothing needed is good sub- 
stantial clothing, new or used, for 
both Winder and Summer wear. 
Although clothing need not be in 
perfect repair, it must be useful 
to the people who wjll receive it. 
Underclothing and all types of 
cotton garments should be washed 
before they are donated, but need 
not be ironed. Shoes and evening 
dresses are not to be collected. All 
types of useful wearable garments 
can be used. 

There is no formal community 
organization, but Virginia Beach 
churches generally are participat- 
ing. The Rev. Marcus H. Blood- 
worth of the Methodist Church 
says, "We always want to cooper- 
ate in a movement of this kind." 

The Rev. Phillip P. Brennah, of 
the Roman Catholic Church, made 
announcements at his services 
last Sunday. 

The Rev. Koy Peterson, of the 
Baptist Church, said that the 
congregation was already helping 
with Russian relief, but would 
want to participate in this na- 
tional drive, too. • 

The Rev. Stiles B. Lines, of the 
Episcopal Church, says, "This . is 
an opportunity for the practice of 
elementary Christianity. I urge

The story of the 
which hurriedly swept 
em coast of Virginia and hit 
ginia Beach and Princess 
County shortly after noon 
day. Sept. 14, is but history 
However, rt is of interest to 
that we withstood the ninet 
storm of tropical origin 
although the property 
considerably lighter compared to 
those of previous occu r rences. 

The fact that the storm 
more momentum than was 
dieted after leaving Cape Hatter- 
as and passed 30 miles off the Vir- 
ginia Capes at low tide time, had 
its significant effect upon the se- 
verity of the disturbance felt here. 
During the height of the hurri- 
cane wind velocity of 83 miles par 
hour was registered at the load 
weather bureau and occasional 
justs of 90 miles were recorded. 

High winds and driving rains 
caused the greatest property 
damage here. Several beach 
ness places lost the plate 
windows from their store fronts 
and resulted in heavy water 
standing inside. A great portion 
of the county's low land was flood- 
ed. Both telephone and power 
lines were badly damaged by 
trees uprooted and falling- across 
.he lines and poles. The repair- 
ing of these lines which disabled 
practically the entire beach and 
county service of these facluUss 
kept the working crews of the 
Virginia Electric and Power Com- 
pany and the Chesapeake and Po- 
tomac Telephone Company 
day and night.

It 
is axiomatic that If the states are 
to have authoritative control of 
educational standards and pro- 
cesses, each must set up so 
strong, coordinated and authoriz- 
ed an agency that It alone can be 
allowed to deal with the federal 
government in respect to educa- 
tional matters within the state — 
be it private or public schools or 
colleges, individuals or organiza- 
tion. 

Mr. Bushall finds only the 
states of Florida.

Health Notes 

THE SCHOOLCHTLD 
AND BREAKFAST 

"Whether young, middle-aged 
or older, a logical slogan is "Break 
your fast with a good breakfast.' 
The day's first meal is an import- 
ant one. Nevertheless, many par- 
ents neglect breakfast, |because 
of inclination, imagined lack of 
time, or to keep down weight; 
they allow their children to start 
the long school day without any 
food also. However foolish such 
an attitude may be where older 
folks are concerned, to refuse to 
furnish breakfast or an adequate 
one to school children is down- 
right blameworthy,", states Dr. I. 
O. Riggln, commisisoner of health. 

"In many homes the line of 
least resistance Is followed. The 
children will reply . when offered 
food at breakfast time 'I'm not 
hungry,' 'Don't, have time.' Some 
even will say 'Breakfast makes 
me sick.' Older children, especi- 
ally girls of high school age, de- 
liberately go without breakfast In 
order to 'keep from getting fat.' 
Entirely blind to the adolescent 
physical evolution, such misguid- 
ed young ladies, falling to appre- 
ciate that streamlining will come 
naturally In a few years to most 
of them, establish the pin-up girl 
as their Immediate, model, and 
thus literally deprive themselves 
of body-building and nourishing 
food. Faulty nutrition, with Its 
hazards and penalties often re- 
sults. In the young this means 
that resistance to disease is low- 
ered and the processes for de- 
veloping and maintaining health' 
definitely are embarrassed. 

"Breakfast should supply every- 
one, young and old alike, with 
from one-fourth to one-third of 
the day's food needs, in order 
for a growing child to get this 
much of his day's requirements 
he needs a hot, substantial break- 
fast consisting of whole grain ce- 
reals or bread, fruit or fruit juice, 
egg or meat, and preferably a milk 
drink. 

"Some typical breakfasts that 
will give the child the food his 
body needs are: 1. Tomato juice, 
oatmeal, scrambled eggs, whole 
wheat toast, milk. 2. Grapefruit 
halves, sausage, molasses, buck- 
wheat cakes, milk. 3. Ready-to- 
eat cereal, apple sauce, bacon, 
toasted whole wheat rolls, cocoa. 

"Adults, if neglecting breakfast, 
faftild do well to mend their ways. 
Where children are concerned 
breakfast is imperative. Parents 
cannot escape then- obligation to 
see that their children are fed 
properly at the day's start."

The 
continued use of a. purebred sire 
of the same breed, by the way, 
will make your herd as satisfac- 
tory for commercial purposes as 
a purebred herd. 



KEEP FAITH 



The Postofflce Department re- 
minds Americans that Christmas 
packages for Army and Navy per- 
sonnel overseas must be mailed 
between September 15th and Oc- 
tober 15th. 

Because of the Importance of 
getting mall to our service men, 
we call attention to the reminder 
of Postmaster-General Prank C. 
Walker, who urges that these 
rules be carefully followed: 

1. Addresses of the sender and 
addresses should be written in- 
side the package as well as on the 
outside, to assure delivery in case 
the outlde wrapper is lost. 

2. Containers made of metal, 
wood or ' fiberboard are prefer- 
able. 

3. Parcels must not exceed five 
pounds, nor be more than 15 
inches long or 36 inches in length 
and girth combined. 

4. "Christmas Parcel" should be 
marked plainly on the outside 
and package should be carefully 
packed, wrapped and securely 
tied. 

5. Perishable goods, intoxicants; 
inflammable materials and arty- 
thing that may damage other 
mail must not be sent.

CEILINGS ON RESTAURANT 
PRICES 

By August 16 every eating and 
drlhking establishment In the 
country Is required to post its cell- 
tog prices on 49 basic meals and 
food Items on an official poster 
supplied by the War Price and Ra- 
lining Board, OPA announces. 
Prices are to be the same as those 
charged during the week, April 
4-19, 1943, except that coffee is to 
be five cents a cup or pot unless 
the establishment charged more 
during the week, October 4-19, 
1942. While ceiling prices on their 
posters' must be week-day prices, 
thqSe Concerns that charged more 
for Sunday meals may continue 
such' extra charge. Exempt from 
the regulation under certain con- 
ditions are places operated by 
schools, colleges, fraternities, hos- 
pitals, private clubs and recog- 
nised charitable, religious and cul- 
tural organizations. 



CEILINGS REMOVED FROM 
BEAN SEED 

Farmers may now be able to get 
premium prices for certified and 
premium grades of dry edible bean 
seeds, now that OPA has removed 
dry commercial field bean seeds 
from price control. Ceilings were 
removed since sales of these beans 
showed no Inflationary tendencies, 
and removal will stimulate the 
production of dry edible beans.

"LOST" EIGHT MONTHS 
IN ARCTIC 

This is the story of the "for- 
gotten convoy" revealed this week 
by the War Shipping Administra- 
tion. In January, 1943, six U. 3'. 
merchant ships left New York 
harbor on the tough Murmansk 
run to deliver supplies to north 
Russia. Battered by air attack, 
the convoy arrived March 2. After 
the cargo was unloaded the crew 
settled down in a small Russian 
factory town to await formation 
of a return convoy. They waited 
for eight months — six months in 
the constant daylight of Summer 
in the Arctic Circle. Seeking en- 
tertainment, the men found an 
interpreter and got him to ar- 
range dates with Russian girls for 
the two dances held there each 
week. Later, some of the seamen, 
having learned a smattering of 
Russian, hitch-hiked around the 
country, some as far as 309 miles 
from port. In September the re- 
turn convoy was made up, and 
the "forgotten convoy" sailed into 
New York harbor approximately 
one year from the day lt had left.

If you think yeu are eligible for 
education under the "G. I. Bill of 
Rights." file Veterans. Administra- 
tion Rehabilitation Form 1959 
with one of these three: 1, the re- 
gional office of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration where your discharge 
papers (C-f older) are filed; 2. a 
regional office of the Veterans 
Administration in the State in 
which the school or college you 
wish to attend is situated: 3, the 
school or college you wish to at- 
tend. You are eligible if you were 
on active duty for at least 99 days 
between September 14, 1949. and 
the end of the present war or 
were discharged after less than 99 
days because of disability incur- 
red in line of duty, if you were 
discharged "under conditions oth- 
er than dishonorable" and if you 
were not over 25 years of age 
when you entered service or If you 
were over 25 and can show that 
your education was Interrupted. 
Between 899,999 and one million 
of your fellows may eventually 
get more education under provi- 
sions of the "G. I. Bill."

The Office of Price Adminis- 
tration has announced that 20 
manufacturers having allocations 
to produce 1,768,968 electric irons 
have volunteered to market them 
at no change from March 1942, 
prices.

BLUE TOKENS 

Because blue ration tokens will 
no longer be valid after Septem- 
ber 30, housewives are urged to 
use all they have as quickly as 
possible. 

Between September 17 and Sep- 
tember 30 the blue token may be 
used only in multiples of ten. If 
a housewife has less than ten 
tokens left she may pool hers 
with a neighbor. OPA said. 

OPA said blue ration tokens 
will no longer be needed after Oc- 
tober 1 because all rationed pro- 
cessed foods will carry point val- 
ues in multiples of ten. The 
changes in valuation, OPA said, 
were being made in connection 
with the removal of a number of 
processed foods from rationing. 

OPA estimated use of the tok- 
ens auring the past seven months 
saved merchants more than 9 mil- 
lion dollars and, although they 
cost OPA about a minion dollars 
to manufacture, saved taxpayers 
an estimated million and a half 
dollars in printing and distribut- 
ing a new ration book.

FUEL WILL CONTINUE 
SHORT THIS WINTER 



Coal, wood and fuel oil will e 
short the coming Winter. A short- 
ace is estimated of 31 million tons 
of coal for the year beinning Ap- 
ril, 1944, 16 million bituminous 
and 5 million in anthracite, so 
domestic consumers in the East- 
em Seaboard area are being held 
to 7-8 of normal supply. Wood 
shortage is estimated at 11 mil- 
lion cords. Somewhat less wood 
for fuel will be available than in 
1940. The fuel oil supply will 
about equal that for civilians last 
year.

BUTTER SUPPLY DOWN, 

DEMAND UP 



Americans will not have as 
much butter as they want this 
year, primarily for two reasons'— 
the supply is down and the de- 
mand is great, the War Food Ad- 
ministration says. Average per 
capita supply before the war was 
10.7 pounds and this year it is 
about 11.9 pounds. More people 
are eager to buy butter today than 
ever before, and in the face of 
increased demand, production has 
declined while five per cent of 
the American supply is going to 
Russia, mostly for use in hospit- 
als. While milk production is 
higher than before the war, a 
greater proportion of milk is go- 
ing into fluid milk, cheese, evap- 
orated milk and milk powder. No 
manufacturer will be required to 
set aside any butter for govern- 
mentpurchase in October of any 
succeeding month until Spring, 
when production will rise season- 
ally.

from Rudy Inlet and extending 
seaward 5,000 yards.'' The mini- 
mum altitude of safety for air- 
craft during firing as scheduled in 
paragraph 1 above, is 10,000 feet.

Property owners located in the 
areas affected by recent hurri- 
canes are protected by OPA 
against overcharges on necessary 
repairs from storm damage, Alex- 
ander Harris, regional OPA ad- 
ministrator, said today. 

Enforcement staffs in all af- 
fected areas have been instruct- 
ed to check all prices charged for 
such repair work and to take 
whateevr steps are necessary to 
enforce compliance with OPA 
regulations, he said. 

George D. Patterson, regional 
enforcement attorney, said: "En- 
forcement action will be taken 
against builders and contractors 
who try to take advantage of the 



emergency to charge exhorbitant 
prices." 

OPA officials pointed but that 
contractors engaged to make the 
repairs are required tp inform the 
property owner of existence of 
applicable maximum price regula- 
tions and, if the property owner 
makes such a request, furnish 
him a copy of the regulation or 
trade bulletin. 

Harris pointed out that insur- 
ance settlements are made on the 
basis of OPA ceilings and great 
losses might be sustained if prop- 
erty owner paid higher than the 
maximum prices for repairs.*.

L5 (book 4> now valid at 10 
points each for use with tokens 
in groups of 10 only. Tokens in- 
valid after September 30. Stamps 
good indefinitely. 

Meats and fats: Red A8 through 
05 (book 4) now valid at 10 
points each for use with tokens. 
Both good Indefinitely. 

Sugar: Sugar stamps No. 30, 31, 
32 and 33 now good for five 
pounds each indefinitely. 

Canning sugar: Stamp No. 40 
good for five pounds canning su- 
gar until February 28, 1945. Ap- 
ply to local boards for supplemen- 
tal rations. 

Shoes: Airplane stamps No. 1 
and 2 (book 3) valid indefinitely. 

Fuel oil: Period 4 and 5 cou- 
pons from last year and period 1 
coupons for this season now valid. 
(Alabama. Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi not affected.) 

Oaoline: A- 11 coupons now val- 
id in Georgia, Florida, the Caro- 
linas and Virginia through No- 
vember 8. 

SHOES :. 

All non-leather shoes with rub- 
ber soles will be removed from 
rationing September 25, the Of- 
fice of Price Administration an- 
nounced today. 

Shoes containing leather re- 
main on the rationed list whether 
or not they have rubber soles; 
and no change is made in the 
regulation covering men's rubber 
boots and rubber work shoes. 

The action, however, is expect- 
ed to mean an increase in shoes 
with uppers of canvas or other 
fabric and soles of rubber. 

GASOLINE 

Six of the coupons in the new 
"A" books, those number "A- 13," 
become valid in areas outside the 
Eastern Seaboard on September 
22 and remain valid until Decem- 
ber 21. Although the motorist re- 
ceives fewer coupons his "A" gas- 
oline ration remains the same, for 
each coupon will be worth four 
gallons of gasoline. 

Rationing rules now require 
that every car owner write his li- 
cense number and state on all 
gasoline coupons in his posses- 
sion, as soon as they are isued 
him by his rationing board. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion said today the prohibition 
aganst acceptance of the off- 
highway "R" coupons at filling 
stations, in effect since April 1, 
will be lifted September 22. 



Beginning with that date all 
gasoline filling stations may again 
accept the coupons in transfer for 
gasoline for non-highway use. 

The ban on acceptance of tho 
channels of transfer of "R" cou- 
pons to reduce their illegal use. 
Before the nan was made na- 
for two months in Georgia ana 
had been imposed to limit the 
coupons by many service stations 
t ion wide the plan was tried out

BLUE TOKENS 

Because blue ration tokens will 
no longer be valid after Septem- 
ber 30. housewives are urged to 
use all they have as quickly as 
possible. 

Between September 17 and Sep- 
tember 30 the blue token may be 
used only in multiples of ten. If 
a housewife has less than ten 
tokens left she may pool hers 
with a neighbor, OPA said. 

OPA said blue ration tokens 
will no longer be needed after Oc- * 
tober 1 because all rationed pro- . 
cessed foods will carry point, val- 
ues in multiples of ten. The 
changes in valuation. OPA said, 
were being made in connection 
with the removal of a number of 
processed foods from rationing. ' 

OPA estimated use of the tok- 
ens during the past seven months 
saved merchants more than 9 mil- . 
lion dollars and, although they 
cost OPA about a million dollars » 
to manufacture, saved taxpayers 
an estimated million and a half 
dollars in printing and distribut- 
ing a new ration book.
